Nazis Extend War Zone to Within Three Miles of Greenland 


Berlin Includes 
Iceland Waters

Navigators Get Warning 
Against Approaching

BERLIN, March 25.—Ger- 
many pushed the zone of her 
Atlantic war operations west- 
ward tonight by decree to 
within three miles of Green- 
land, including British-occu- 
pied Iceland and surrounding 


waters. 

A proclamation warned navi- 
gators against approaching Ice- 
land, which British troops occu- 
pied last May at the time of the 
German invasion of the low coun- 
tries, 

Now, the. German proclamation 
said, the British are trying to use 
Iceland as a base against the Ger- 
man counter-blockade of England. 

(In New York, shipping cir- 
cles said Britain was utilizing 

Iceland as a trans-shipment 

point for United States car- 

goes being sent to England. 
(Iceland’s capital, Reykja- 
vik, is 2,700 miles from New 

York.) . 

When Germany declared a total 
blockade’ of England last August 
17, the war zone as laid down in- 
cluded the Shetland Islands, but 
excluded Iceland.

State Department officials de- 
clined to comment, pointing out 
that no official information on the 
German action has been received 
and that the matter would require 
extensive study. 

President Roosevelt at a press 
conference last fall indicated 
clearly that the administration 
considers Greenland to be part of 
the western hemisphere, stating 
that the flora and fauna of the 
‘Danish Crown colony were indig- 
enous to those of this hemisphere. 
His words were interpreted as an 
indirect warning to Germany that 
scope of the Monroe Doctrine 
could be broadened to _ include 
Greenland and thus pre-empt any 


possible Nazi plans for occupation» 


in view of its hold on Denmark. 
The President refused, at that 


time, to be drawn out on the ques- | 


tion of Iceland, another Danish 
possession, but indicated the tiny 
island is so far distant from this 
hemisphere it hardly could be 
brought under the doctrine. 

Some sources believed the Ger- 
man blockade extension was de- 
signed to forestall possible use of 
Iceland as a “stepping stone” in 
delivery of American fighter 
planes to Great Britain or as a 
transfer point in convoying war 
supplies. by United States and 
British warships. : 

There has been’ considerable 
talk here that airfields might be 
constructed at Iceland and Green- 
land to permit short-range pursuit 
ships to fly directly to Britain as 
a means of preventing their de- 
struction by. submarines in transit 
across the Atlantic in British bot- 
toms. 

There also has been unofficial 
suggestions that American  war- 
ships convoy vessels carrying war 
supplies to Britain as far as Ice- 
land. where they could be taken 
over by vessels of the Royal Navy. 
Well-informed quarters, however, 
have pointed out that German 
warships have been operating ex- 
tensively in the north Atlantic for 
some time.

British orders placed directly in 
this country totaled $3,511,000,000. 

Actual expenditures by the 
treasury have trailed far behind 
the authorized orders. Payments 
from June 1, 1940, through March 
17, 1941, amounted to $3,452,000,- 
000. The OPM said, however, that 
“during recent weeks there has 
been a rapid increase in treasury 
payments.” 

Payments for the first 17 days 
in March totaled $40@3,000,000, 
compared with $592,000,000 for all 
of February and $572,000,000 for 
January. 

Of the authorized and proposed 
expenditures, $29,912,600,000 has 
been covered by appropriations 
and contract authorizations al- 
ready made, and $9,265,200,000 is 
contained in the 1942 budget and 
in bills now before congress.

The Bethlehem clash marked 
the first day of a walk-out at the 
parent plant of the Bethlehem 
Steel Company, called by the CIO

duty. 

Seven policemen in two patrol 
cars were rushed by a shouting 
crowd of strikers as they arrived 
at one of the plant gates. In the

State Police Arrive. 

Later a detachment of 125 Penn- 
sylvania state police, swinging 
night clubs and some riding horses, 
drove pickets and strike-sympa- 
thizers from streets adjoining the 
plant. 

Less than an hour before pickets 
thrown around the five-mile-long 
mills had begun overturning vir- 
tually all cars parked in the vi- 
cinity. 

Thirty-five or more were over- 
turned and damaged on a parking 
lot across the street from the com- 
pany office building. A dozen 
were rolled over an embankment 
on the approach to a bridge that 
spans the Lehigh river almost in 
the center of the sprawling plant.

British Make Sure. 

British fighters which had 
zoomed from the flight deck of the 
carrier a few minutes earlier met 
the plane and struck it with a 
burst of bullets. 

The Nazi craft nosed downward, 
directly into bursts of shells from 
antiaircraft guns aboard the For- 
midable and from near-by de- 
stroyers, and crashed into the sea. 

Further westward, a Junkers 
scout was sighted. Again British 
fighters shot off the carrier into 
the gleaming sun. They hit the 
pOrt engine of the Nazi craft and 
it was last seen rapidly losing al- 
titude. 

In another encounter a British 
pilot spewed hot lead into a third 
Junkers. After that the fleet was 
unmolested for thte remainder of 
its voyage.

Under the old 
law unemployed workers had to 
wait two weeks in each quarter. 
This revision, along with several 
new disqualification provisons, 
becomes effectve the first of next 
month. 

On January 1 a sliding unem- 
ployment compensation tax scale 
for employers becomes effective. 
Under this new arrangement the 
tax will vary from 1 per cent to 
2.7 per cent. Firms with stable 
employment records will pay the 
lower taxes, but higher rates will 
be charged firms whose employ- 
ment turnover is high. 

The new law eliminates the old 
formula method of computing 
benefit payments and substitutes 
a chart which shows instantly how 
much benefit each worker is en- 
titled to. Benefits will be com- 
puted to the nearest whole num- 
bre, eliminating the waste of is- 
suing checks in fractions of one 
dollar.

Empire Forces Nearing 
Harar; Addis Ababa 
Rails Menaced. 


CAIRO, Egypt, March 25.—(/P) 
Capture of Addis Ababa before the 
rains come in early May appeared 
tonight to be the goal of British 
forces in East Africa—already 
knocking at the gates of the walled 
city of Harar. 

There was every indication the 
goal would be reached, observers 
here said, although they thought 
it unlikely that the Italians would 
yield the capital of Ethiopia with- 
out fighting at least one big battle. 

One Fascist division (10,000 to 
15,000 men) was believed holding 
Harar under command of General 
De Simioni. Although the to\tin 
is walled, its defenses are not 
regarded as particularly strong. 

The way westward from the 
captured Ethiopian town of Ji- 
jiga apparently was opened by 
the seizure of Marda pass. 

(Although British sources 
in London said the pass, 10 
miles beyond Jijiga, had been 
taken, the Italian high com- 
mand said “strong enemy 
pressure” in that sector was 
“being held in check by our 
troops.” 

(A sign of German offen- 
sive action in north Africa 
was given in Berlin where, 
without explanation or elabo- 
ration, authorized sources 
said Nazi troops had raised 
their flag over Agheila, 150 
miles southwest of British- 
occupied Bengasi, Libya. 

(Agheila, on the Gulf of 
Sidra between Bengasi and 
Tripoli, marked about Brit- 
ain’s deepest thrust west- 
ward.)

U. S. Applauds 
Reds’ Attitude 
Toward Turkey 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—(/P) 
The United States applauded So- 
viet Russia’s friendly attitude to- 
ward Turkey today and at the 
same time wrote off Yugoslavia 
as a possible British ally by freez- 
ing its assets in this country. 

These developments quickly fol- 
lowed Yugoslavia’s formal entry 
into the Axis alliance. 

Meanwhile, it was learned that 
months-long negotiations between 
the United States and Russia on 
trade and other questions had 
taken a distinct turn for the bet- 
ter, 


Russia was said to have about 
$50,000,000 worth of orders pend- 
ing for goods in this country and 
$50,000,000 more prosected. 

With Russia’s assurances that all 
goods purchased here were in- 
tended exclusively for domestic 
use and growing evidence of Rus- 
sian opposition to German moves 
in the Balkans, authorities here 
were said to look with more favor 
on Soviet buying. 

The formal applause of Russia’s 
reassuring attitude toward Turkey 
came from Sumner Welles, acting 
secretary .of state. He told his 
press conference that the inde- 
pendence of a number of nations 
in recent months had been de- 
stroyed. 

At such a time, he declared, the 
United States found satisfaction in 
the fact that a great power like 
Soviet Russia had reaffirmed its 
intention of maintaining “compre- 
hensive neutrality” in event that 
a neighboring country were to 
suffer an attack. 

He also indicated that the Unit- 
ed States had tried to keep Yugo- 
slavia out of the Axis. Recalling 
President Roosevelt’s appeal to 
Hitler and Mussolini in April, 
1939, to respect the integrity of 
other nations, Welles said the gov- 
ernment had lost no opportunity 
since then in making its views 
known to other nations. - 

(In Yugoslavia, it was re- 
ported today that Arthur Bliss 
Lane, United States minister, 
had conducted a vigorous four 
weeks’ campaign to impress 
the United States’ views on 
the Yugoslavian government.) 
The ink was scarcely dry on

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Misguided Leadership 

That the rank and file of many labor unions 
in the United States are permitting themselves 
to be used as nothing better than saboteurs of 
the national defense program becomes more 
evident with every passing day. 

There can be no question that many of the 
strikes, if not all, called on defense projects are 
the result of either shortsighted, selfish or dis- 
loyal leadership of the union involved. In some 
cases, undoubtedly, the basic cause is simple 
blindness to the terrible emergency that faces 
the nation and, perhaps more than any other 
group, the organized workers themselves. In 
others it is selfish desire for increased power 
on the part of union officials who increase 
their personal revenue the more dues-paying 
members can be induced, or compelled, to join 
their union lists. 

And, tragically, in some cases the labor 
troubles are deliberately caused by Com- 
munists or other subversive agents who have 
insinuated themselves into positions of union 
influence. They are doing exactly the same 
thing they did in Germany, which was the 
chief cause of the rise of Naziism and its out- 
lawing of all labor unions; the same thing 
they did in France and other European coun- 
tries which, chiefly because of their disruptive 
activties, fell easy prey to the Nazi menace. 

This week 20,000 workers have been called 
out by a CIO union at the Bethlehem, Pa., 
plant of the Bethlehem Steel Corporation. This 
plant is the nation’s largest producer of armor 
plate. 

This is only the latest in a long list of 
strikes at defense plants which have delayed 
and interfered with the program of defense 
and of aid to Britain upon which the future 
freedom, not only of the nation as a whole 
but of each individual citizen—including the 
union workers—depends. 

Only last week President Roosevelt named 
a special mediation board upon which rep- 
resentatives of organized labor have full voice 
with representatives of management and of 
the general public. Both CIO and AFL are 
equally represented on that board. Such a 
board, named because of the national emer- 
gency, would receive such recognition by all 
loyal American union men and women, that 
it’s mere existence would automatically obvi- 
ate any defense strike or lockout, would at 
least bring about submission of any dispute 
to arbitration before resort to the strike. 

And yet new strikes are called, with utter 
ignoring of the existence of .hat mediation 
board. It is a direct slap in the face by organ- 
ized labor, not only to the nation and to the 
board, but to President Roosevelt himself, the 
man who has been the best friend of, and who 
has done more:for, organized labor than any 
previous American governmental executive. 

President Green, of the AFL, has stated he 
is doing his utmost to persuade leaders of the 
unions affiliated with that body to abandon 
the practice of charging high initiation fees 
for workers on defense projects. Thus even the 
leader of one of the two great divisions of 
labor concedes that one practice of labor is 
unwarranted under present circumstances. 

If such happenings as the strike at the 
Bethlehem plant, which is not directed against 
the management but against another organi- 
zation of workers, continue the day is not far 
distant wher the nation, through the congress, 
will have to take drastic steps to curb the 
power of union leaders who seem totally ir- 
responsible and blind to all feelings of national 
loyalty and national responsibility. 

“Labor, if it would, could so act during the 
present crisis that it would win admiration of 
the nation and a position of power and in- 
fluence in government that would surpass its 
fondest dreams today. 

Instead, however, those unions which stage 
these defense strikes are striking a vicious 
blow not only at the nation but at all organ- 
ized labor itself. Already these strikes have 
undone much of the goodwill which organized 
labor has won in the past few decades and, if 
they continue, they will bring a weight of

public condemnation on organized labor as 
a whole which will take many, many years to 


remove.

An Important Vote 

It is fortunate that the United States senate 
was able to reverse its ballot on the proposal 
to permit the Navy to purchase canned corned 
beef from Argentine. Senator Russell, of Geor- 
gia, who voted for the amendment to the Navy 
supply bill, but whose vote was, for some reason, 
not recorded, succeeded in having it counted, 
thus breaking a tie which had, under the rules, 
defeated the amendment. , 

All that now remains is for the house to 
concur in the senate amendent, the bill itself 
having already passed the lower body. 

The amendment, proposed by the adminis- 
tration, is important in the program of good 
neighborliness and economic co-operation with 
the Latin American countries. Argentine is 
one of the largest beef-producing countries in 
the world. Argentine is able, economically, to 
can qualities of beef which, if produced in the 
United States, would be sold as choice cuts of 
fresh beef. Thus this particular product does 
not compete with United States products of 
like quality. 

Even though it did, to some extent, com- 
pete with our own products, it would still “be 


good business for this country to encourage 
consumption of the Argentine canned beef 


here. For this country. in its éndeavor to tie 
all the Americas closely together in bonds of 
commerce as well as of friendship, desires to 
sell to the Argentine many things manufac- 
tured here. This it cannot do unless Argentine 
products are bought by the people of the United 
States. 

The permit to the Navy to buy this beef is 
therefore an excellent move, both from an 
economic standpoint and, especially, as a ges- 
ture of the goodwill of the United States gov- 
ernment toward the government and the peo- 
ple of Argentine. 


Looking over the Mediterranean poker game, 
we find Yugoslavia checking, the Duce wild as 
usual, and inscrutable Turkey still holding an 
inside strait. 


Drugs and Spices 

Drug experts of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture have taken note of a war- 
produced scarcity of some of the most essential 
drugs and most widely used spices in the 
United States. 

Most of these commodities come from cen- 
tral and southern Europe and the source of 
supply is now cut off. Even were it possible 
to bring them in, it is unlikely they could be 
secured in sufficient quantity, inasmuch as 
they come from plants which are gathered in 
the woods by the peasant populations and most 
of those peasants are now either in army uni- 
forms or busy growing basic foodstuffs. 

The federal experts warn Americans, how- 
ever, that it would probably be uneconomical 
to attempt to raise these plants on any large 
scale in this country, though most of them 
undoubtedly could be grown here. But the 
amount needed is so small, comparatively, that 
any extensive cultivation would inevitably force 
prices down to the unprofitable point. In 
many cases a few acres, at most, would be suf- 
ficient to produce all needed in this country. 

Among the drugs, the two best known of 
which scarcity is threatened are atropine, ob- 
tained from the poisonous belladona plant and 
hyoscyamine, made from the common weed, 
henbane. 

As for spices, there is already a shortage of 
anise, coriander, caraway and sage. Prices for 
these are going up. It might be worth while 
to grow a limited supply, say in Georgia. But 
there would have to be very drastic crop limita- 
tion. For sufficient to supply the national 
need could probably be produced on one fair 
sized farm. And, anyway, after the war is 
over the European and Oriental sources of sup- 
ply will operate again. They can ship them far 
cheaper than any American farmer could pro- 
duce them with worth-while profit. 

So it doesn’t look like so much of an op- 
portunity, after all.

Georgia Editors Say: 


A SENSIBLE CHANGE 
(From The Albany Herald.) 

In the opinion of The Herald, the Georgia 
general assembly did a sensible thing when it pre- 
scribed one time for the entire state. This news- 
paper would be satisfied with central standard 
time instead of eastern, were that the will of the 
lawmaking body, just so the entire state were 
under one time. But two-thirds of the state 
was on eastern time, while only one-third was 
on central time, which naturally gives eastern 
time the preference for the state as a whole. 
Then, too, Georgia is an Atlantic seaboard state, 
and all states along the Atlantic coast geographi- 
cally and naturally belong in the eastern standard 
time zone. 

.Of course, there will be some mix-ups due to 
the change in time, but soon these will be over- 
come and forgotten, and when all of Georgia has 
one time instead of two, the benefits of the 
change will make themselves so evident that there 
will be no desire to go back to the old way 
again.

WASHINGTON, March 25.—() 
A far-reaching plan to jack up 
farm prices by government loans 
to. growers was approved unani- 
ino isly today by the Senate Agri- 
cultural Committee, members cf 
which declared that farmers must 
have their “fair share” of national] 
defense prosperity. 

Senator Bankhead, Democrat, 
Alabama, author of the bill seek- 
ing to increase prices for cotton, 
wheat, corn, tobacco and rice, es- 
timated it would “add about a bil- 
lion dollars (annually) to income 
of these producers.” 

The committee action won the 
immediate support from Edward 
A. O’Neal, president of . the 
American Farm Bureau, who said 
the farmer was the “forgotten 
man” in the national defense 
emergency. 

“We do not ask for cost-plus 
prices, nor for time-and-one-half 
returns, nor for shorter hours and 
shorter work weeks, nor for the 
right to strike—all we ask is 
prices and income that will en- 
able us to exchange our products 
on a fair basis for goods and serv- 
ices produced by other groups,” 
he said.

$199,222.69,” the petition con- 
tinued, “and as a‘ result of the 
conspiracy, the state of Georgia 
has suffered damage and injury 
amounting to $85,779.97 and is en- 
titled to threefold damages in the 
amount of $257,391.81.” 

The petition averred the Emul-| 
sified Refining Company sold to 
the state 1,272,131 gallons of emul- | 
sified asphalt for $131,376.56, 
which “could have been purchased 
for $102,152.11,’ and thus was 
damaged to the extent of $29,- 
224.45, and seeks threefold dam- 
ages of $87,673.35. 

Shell Oil Company, Inc., sold 
the state 689,6.5 gallons of emul- 
sified asphalt to the state for $68,-.

WASHINGTON, March 25.—(/) 
Nelson Rockefeller, co-ordinator 
of cultural relations between the 
American republics, said today 
that defense of the western hemi- 
sphere soon might face two chal- 
lenges: 

1. In rushing aid Great 
Britain and in building up her 
own defenses, the United. States 
might overlook the _ fact. that 
Latin America now depends upon 
this country for steel and manu- 
factured products. 

2. A shortage of ships to carry 
these supplies might develop if 
Great Britain should be forced to 
take her vessels out of this serv- 
ice, and if the United St: tes Army 
and Navy needed this country’s 
boats. ¢ 

Young Rockefeller, a $l-a-year 
man and grandson of the late 
John D. Rockefeller, spoke at the 
Women’s National Press Club, He 
said the situation “calls i r de- 
cisive action” and urged the build- 
ing of new ships “in unparalleled 
numbers.” 

The economic security of the 
western hemisphere rests entirely 
in this country’s hands, Rockefel- 
ler said.
